Sixteen Gettysburg Joint School 
District directors and officials in­ 
spected a million dollars worth of 
new school buildings in a 96-mlle 
bus tour through York County Sun­ 
day afternoon. 
The schoolmen made the tour pre­ 
liminary to decide on details of 
plans for the new elementary school 
building in Colt Park on which con­ 
tracts are to be let early in 1953. 
The board’s Planning Committee 
made arrangem ents with Buchart 
Engineering Corporation representa­ 
tives for a conference Tuesday eve­ 
ning at 6:45 o'clock at the high 
school on plans for the new struc­ 
ture to be built on land acquired 
by condemnation. Planning Com­ 
mittee Chairman Ralph W. Guise of 
Straban Twp. and most of his com­ 
mittee members were in the group J 
th at made the tour. 
The inspection trip was arranged 
by Clair and Lester Buchart of the 
Buchart Engineering firm which has 
been employed as architects for the 
new building here. Work is now be­ 
ing pushed on preliminary plans 
which must get state approval be­ 
fore advertisements for bids can be 
issued. 
Go To Thomasville. Dover

Cpl. William E. Baumgardner, first 
Adams Countian to lose his life in 
the Korean war and a World W ar 
II veteran, died in the wrong con­ 
flict, as far as benefits to his four 
children are concerned according to 
testimony in court this morning.

TAGE FIGHT

elect Dwight D. Eisenhower goes 
buck to work in his New York 
headquarters today, prepared to 
map 
“ positive 
programs'* 
for 
bringing peace in Korea. 
He said he returned from his 
trip to the war zone with new con­ 
fidence about the outlook for speed­ 
ing a satisfactory solution. 
In two public statements yes­ 
terday, the general expressed op­ 
timism. 
% M artinis Point 
At the same time. however, he 
repeated his view that no simple 
formula is at hand, and he said 
patience, foresight and common 
sense will be needed in finding 
one. 
Eisenhower gave no indication 
when he plans to meet with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 
The President-elect said on his 
return here yesterday that his trip 
was a starting point for his own 


planning. At LaGuardia Field he 
said: 
"Doing Fine Job'' 
• Everyone of us thinks we have 
learned something to make this 
expedition a sort of starting place 
from where we are going to plan 
the programs we are going to 
adopt. 
“ And we expect them to be posi­ 
tive programs. Because you know. 
my friends, just because one side 
wants peace doesn't make peace. 
We must go ahead and do things 
that induce the others to want 
peace also.’’ 
Reporting 
on 
the 
American 
forces in Korea. Eisenhower said: 
“ It is the most splendidly clothed, 
cared-for army that I think we 
have ever put in the field . . . 
and I want to report right now 
that they are dointr as fine a job 
as you people could possibly ask.” 
Foreign Policy Made 
However, he noted a contrast 
between this American Army and 
the ones that went to Europe rn 
World Wars I and II. He said 
“ It s a force that isn’t the wise­ 
cracking force of World War II. 
It isn’t the singing force of World 
War I. But they are young men 
that know they’re out there doing 
a serious job. and ’ they’re doing 
it 
without whining 
and 
without 


complaining." 
John Foster Dulles, designate 
for secretary of state, told news­ 
men. “ The general foreign policy 
was made at sea." 
Foundations 
Dulles joined Eisenhower aboard 
the cruiser Helena in the run-in 
from Wake Island to Honolulu, and 
then flew with him from there to 
New 
York. 
Of the conferences, 
Dulles said: 
“ We talked at great length. But 
not of some things to De decided 
in IO minutes. We laid the founda­ 
tion for valuable policy for the 
coming years. The general foreign 
policy was made at sea. We made 
a team to work together.” 
Dulles told reporters Eisenhower 
will make no other statement about 
his Korea trip.

William E. Young, appointed by 
the court to defend Sallade with 
State Sen.

He explained that such a motion 
would be necessary before an ap­ 
peal against the verdict could be 
made. Young said he felt a de­ 
cision on the motion would be made 
before the end of the week.

Va., a companion on a camping 
trip the night of Sept. I. 
Sallade, father of three children, 
testified he was “ scared" when he 
saw Bergdoll and Van Pelt ap­ 
proach the restaurant building at 
the airport. He said he fired with­ 
out aiming when he saw a rifle 
drawn up at him. He maintained 
he thought the boys were robbers 
who had broken into the building 
the week before.
